Mrs. Goethals Arrives in Colon, Where She Will Re- 
main Until Formal Opening of the Waterway — Will 
Have the Distinction of Being the First W oman to Sail 


the Merged Waters from the Atlantic to the Pacific 


(BY CABLE AND DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


OLON, Sept. 27.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Mrs. George W. Goethals, 
talented wife of Col. Goethals, 
the famous engineer who bullt the 
Panama Canal, has just returned 
from Washington, sailing a week ago 
and arriving yesterday evening. She 
wil remain here until the formal 
opening of the canal, as she is to 
have the honor of being the first 
woman to pass through the waterway 
when the Atlantic and Pacific merge 
their waters in the marvelous chan- 
nel across the isthmus. 

The world has heard much of Col. 
Goethals and his works, which have 
elicited the praise and admiration of 
all nations. To his wife is due much 
credit for making the canal zone hab- 
itable, a clean, orderly and desirable 
place in which to live. She is a most 
admirable mate for Col. Goethals, the 
acknowledged genius. 

Slight of build, delicate of frame, 
with a manner quiet and retiring, one 
would hardly think of her in connec- 
tion with anything but the quiet life 
of a mother and home maker. Yet 
she has been called upon to be host- 
ess to probably more great persons 
than almost any other American 
woman: This duty required reniarka- 
ble tact and finesse. Among her 
guests have been men and women of 
every nation, with different and 
ideas, but she has succeeded in every 
case and sent her visitors away sing- 
ing her praises as a fine hostess and 
a woman of unusual diplomtic pow-

The first story will be divided into 
storerooms, while the upper floors 
will contain 225 offices. The equip- 
ment.and appointments will be thor- 
oughly modern, every office being pro- 
vided with both direct and alternat- 
ing current. compressed air, gas, 
water and extra sewer outiets. The 
interior finish will be in solid ma- 
hogany. The corridors will be floored

marble. wainscoting. The main en- 
trance lobby will have marble floors, 
walls and ceiling. Three high-speed 
elevators will be installed. 

The project is one of the most note- 
worthy that has developed in many 
months in building circles. The new 
Haas building will add greatly to the 
metropolitan effect of the downtown 
skyline. The structure will, with the 
Union Oil building, fill the entire 
block on the north side of Seventh 
street between Broadway and Spring. 
The south side of the same block is 
now occupied by the Van Nuys bulld- 
ing and the Lankershim Hotel. 

Morgan, Walls & Morgan have al- 
ready made considerable progress on 
the plans. The firm, which is one 
of the oldest in the city, has to its 
credit the planning of many of the 
finest structures, notably the Van 
Nuys, Hollingsworth, Story, Garland, 
Kerckhoff and Title Guarantee and 
Trust buildings. The same architects 
planned the great Haas, Baruch & Co. 
wholesale house on Alameda street.

moral conditions and fire protection 
in places of employment, and other 
matters pertaining to industry and 


possible in co-operation with the 
State Bureau of Labor, as well as 
with the State Minimum Wage Com- 
mission, which will enter into activ- 
ity in April, 1914. 

Said Industrial Commission to be 
appointed by the Mayor subject to

UNCLE SAM TAKES STOCK. 


Count of Mail Sacks and Other Ar- 
ticles at Local Postoffice Is Made. 
First Inventory Ever Taken. 

For the first time in the history of 
the local postoffice a complete inven- 
tory has been made of the equipment 
of the office, relating to sacks, 


pouches, locks, etc., by order of the 
Postmaster-General. The inventory

BANK WINS APPEAL. 

The Supreme Court yesterday at- 
firmed the decision of Judge Monroe 
in favor of the defendant, in the ac- 
tion brought by the Newmark Grain 
Company against the Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank, to compel the bank to 
pay certain moneys collected by it up- 
on various checks drawn by other 
banks, made payable to the Newmark 
Grain Company, and indorsed by that 
corporation to the order of the de- 
fendant bank. From June, 1907, to Oc- 
tober, 1909, one Schickle, a book- 
keeper in the employ of the Newmark 
Grain Company, was charged with 
embezzling about $9000 funds arising 
from the coliection of a number of 
checks at the Merchants Nationa! 
Bank. Schickle pleaded. guilty in 
Judge Davis's court and was sen- 
tenced to a term in San Quentin. The 
action was brought to compe! the 
bank to pay these checks over again, 
it being claimed that the bank was 
not authorized to pay the money to 
the embezzling book-keeper, but the 
lower court held against that centen- 
tion, and that view is affirmed by the 
Supreme Court.

PROFESSIONAL MEN’S FEES 


Uniform Charges Are Necessary to a Reputation for Hon- 
esty— Specialization Enables Professional Men 


— 
— 


Specialization is a modern way of doing all difficult 
things. It has so many advantages that it is now followed 
in every profession and science, including dentistry. Since 
the different operations in dentistry are so very different 
that it is impossible for one man to be skilled in them 
all, which is not at all wonderful when we realize that 
there are about eight divisions of labor in the manufac- 
ture of a simple pin—no ordinary dental practice has 
enough work to steadily employ a specialist in each 
branch. The demand for crowns, artificial teeth and ex- 
tracting is so small, comparatively, that it is well!-nigh 
impossible to build up a practice in either of these spe- 
cialties alone. The rapid growth of dentistry is another 
reason why specialization has not become more general. 
New discoveries and methods have appeared in such 
rapid succession that the profession, as a whole, has not 
had time to adjust itself to the changed conditions and 
to settle down in separate lines of practice as the older 
professions have done. Now the fleld has broadened un- 
til it takes three years of college to merely acquire the 
theory and full as much more in actual practice to 
gain a fair degree of manual dexterity. 

Even then, after six years, the average dentist is skill- 
ful in only one department in his profession, no matter 
how well grounded he may be in general theory, for 
nature endows every man with more skill in one particu- 
lar branch than in others, and inherent tendency causes 
him to prefer that branch at the expense of the rest. 


SIX BRANCHES. 
Dentistry today consists of six branches. These 
branches differ from each other so much that they re- 
quire four different kinds of skill, yet ninety dentists 
out of one hundred, possessing as they do only one kind 
of skill, for economic reasons undertake all four 
branches. As a result two-thirds of such work is not 
well done. In many cases it is very badly done. The 
obvious remedy for this condition is the one that has 
done more for scientific and commercial progress than 
any other, viz., specialization. 


SPECIALIZATION. 

Consider the value of specialization in every depart- 
ment of trade and science. Take medicine, for example. 
Your family physician calls in a specialist whenever he 
has an unusual case, btcause the specialist treats such 
cases constantly, making his skill in them extraordinary. 


|The same is true of dental specialists, and when once 


you understand the advantages of dental specialization | 
you will no more intrust your teeth to any one but a spe- 
clalist than you will intrust your eyes to any one but an 
oculist. 

MY METHOD. 


Andrew Carnegie says the secret of success is not in 
doing your own work, but in knowing how to select and 
direct specialists to do it. Mr. Carnegie’s idea applies 
particularly to dentistry. I adopted it about ten years 
ago.

This method insures three important 
results: 

FIRST — Excellence of work. 

The man who works constantly on one thing necessar- 
ily has the most skill. 

SECOND—Ease and brevity of operations. 

Specialists are particularly preferable for work involv- 
ing pain, because skill avoids pain. 

THIRD—Reduction in cost. 3 

Skiliful men are sure and quick. Specialists are surer 
and quicker than others and save time. This makes 
their work cost less, quality considered, because time is 
the principal item of expense in dental bills. 


THE GENTLE ART OF PAINLESSNESS. | 

Two factors contribute for painlessness in my office. 
One is specialization, the other is an effective system of 
obtunding pain, which may properly be called the Homer 
System. The indifference of dentists generally, to the 
pain they inflict, is hard to explain. It is due many 
times to lack of sympathy, ‘perhaps, because the dentist's 
own teeth are not sensitive. It is sometimes due to 
haste, the application of one remedy after another 
(which is frequently necessary) consumes time. It often 
comes from ignorance. Colleges, strangely enough, teach 
little on this subject, and it is only beginning to be 
discussed in dental societies. 

Whatever cause, the fact remains that most dentists 
are careless about the pain their patients suffer, and 
make little effort to avoid it. I attach unusual importance 
to this subject, beaguse my own teeth are extremely sen- 
sitive. Operations in my mouth have always been a 
serious affair, both for me and for the dentist who 
served me. Indeed, I may say that no patient ever sat 
in dental chairs with more fear than I have felt. Natu- 
rally while looking forward with dread to the inevitable 
operation, I was studying and experimenting to make it 
as painless as possible. This agcounts for much of 
the progress I have made in what may be called “the 
gentle art of painlessness.” 

PROGRESS. 


For years I have been able to alleviate pain, but allevia- 
tion was not enough. It did not satisfy me. I persevered 
in my efforts to find a means of destroying pain in 
filling teeth and in treating nerves, until now I am happy 
to say I have found it. There are a few people on whom 
my method does not work as perfectly as on others. 
This is true of every anaesthetic, including ether, nitrous 
oxide gas and cocaine. But these cases amount to a 
small per cent. and even with them the pain is greatly 
diminished. In the large majority of cases I can operate 
with absolute painjessness. 


SAFE. 


Not only can I now prepare teeth for filling and crown- 
ing painlessly, but I can cut into live pulps (nerves,) 
when necessary, and remove them without pain. This 
method has revolutionized the old way and made it a 
matter of little concern to the patient, where formerly 
it was much dreaded, I use only such remedies as are 
tried and proven. I know this sounds too good to be 
true to all, but do not let prejudice or incredulity pre- 
vent investigation. Remember that a few years ago, no 
one would have thought it possible to send a wireless 
message. You know that wonderful discoveries are con- 
stantly being made, and you also know, I presume, that 


covered the principle of anaesthesia and used it in surgi- 
‘al onerations. Dr. Morton was disbelieved at the time, 
but his discovery revolutionized surgery. : 


CAREFULNESS. 


Painless operations on the teeth depend largely on the 
man who uses the instrument. It he is careless, irritable 
or unsympathetic, he will inflict pain, even when ade 
quate means are at hand to avert it. Patience and 
gentleness, therefore, are as necessary as skill and 
science in dentistry. For this reason members of my 
staff are selected not only for skill but for carefulness, 
and they are required to give special care to nervous 
and sensitive patients. Time is another important factor, 
for it is impossible to work hastily on sensitive teeth 
without inflicting pain. I insist that my operators shall 
not only work carefully, but that they shall use al) the 
time necessary to do it painlessly. As they all get a 
stated salary there is no incentive to hurry work in my 
office. I might mention here another matter about which 
I am particular, viz., the careful disinfection of instru- 
ments after and immediately preceding use of such instru- 
ments in patients’ mouths. Not only instruments but 
my entire office is built to carry out my belief that clean- 
liness is next to Godliness” in dentistry.

the desk sergeant from any part 


of the city where a maimed person 
lies from a traffic collision, a bul- 
let, an auto mishap or a knife. The 
desk sergeant writes the destination 
of the call on a printed slip and hands 
it to the waiting chauffeur Who has 
been summoned by a buzzer and who 
is waiting for the address. If the 
patrol wagon blocks the entrance it 
is rolled out of the way, the doors 
are opened and the chauffeur leaps 
into the panting car. 

Flying up the runway to the street 
the machine sounds a warning to pe- 
destrians to clear the way. 


CONVERGING TO POINT. 


An interne from the Receiving Hos- 
pital reaches the ear at about the 
time it reaches the street. Usually a 
reporter has his hand on the gong 
and is ringing a warning. The ma- 
chine flies down the street. No mat- 
ter it the nearest way leads through 
thronged thoroughfares, the ambu- 
lance dashes along—and it does 
travel. 

Traffic scatters before the sinister 
Tinging of the gong and the gray 
car whisks through the street like 
a comet. Speed is only: relative and 
what may look like slow driving on 
a country highway resembles 100 
miles an hour in a crowded street. 

Reaching the destination, the driver 
and the interne alight, lay the injured 
victim on a stretcher and lock the 
stretcher in the ambulance. If itisa 
critical case, little time is lost in get- 
ting a report, and yet if it is a critical 
case the report is all the more vital. 
The driver hastily gets names of wit- 
nesses and an outline of the cause of 
the accident, leaps back into his ma- 
chine and drives with great care and 
great speed to the Receiving Hospital. 

The machine is equipped? with 
shock absorbers and the jolting of the 
car over crossings is hardly felt by 
the patient. While the car is traveling 
at a high rate of speed to the hos- 
pital, the interne is applying first-aid 
relief, if the case is serious. 

Besides his skilled work as a chauf- 
feur, the driver of the ambulance car 
must work fast with his brains and 
his hands. His report of the acci- 
dent often is the only official report 
made for the department, and con- 
sidering that he doesn't lose any time, 
for the sake of the condition of the 
injured person in the ambulance, it is 
readily seen that he works with the 
same speed when he is out of the car 
as the car does when he is in it. 7 

SAMPLE OF SPEED. 

Last night the ambulance made a 

fast run to No. 315 North Main streét. 


From the time the call came in un- 
til a Mexican, with a knife stab over 
his heart, was laid on the table at the 
Receiving Hospital, 
passed. That spells speed. 

Chauffeur J. G. Rosso, who is mak- 
ing the night runs this month, cov- 
ered four miles in the ambulance, 
picked up a severely injured man, 
gathered the names of several wit- 
nesses, had a comprehensive report 
of the accident, and was back at the 
Receiving Hospital in fifteen minutes. 

In the six months or so that it has 
been a valuable aid to the policé serv- 
ice, the ambulance has traveled 32380 
miles. It has never been in an acci- 
dent, except one slight collision when 
it brushed a street-car fender. 

The ambulance is in service only 
sixteen hours of the day, the calls 
from 2 o'clock until 10 in the morn- 
ing being handled by the patrol. 
There are very few ambulance calls tn 
those eight hours. The ambulance is 
out on an average ten times a day, 
going to all parts of the city. The ma- 
jority of the calls are between 4 and 
6 o'clock in the afternoon, when traf- 
fic mishaps are frequent. 

Rosso, who operates the car from 
6 o'clock in the evening to 2 o'clock in 
the morning, has as his companion 
Louls Canto, who guides the destinies 
of the ambulance from 10 in the 
morning until 6 p.m.

Enough money involved to bring it 
up to date. 

“Sift well together in the first act. 
Mix up thoroughly between the first 
and last acts, and add the ‘piece de 
resistance,’ an unexpected situation 
leading up to a strong climax in the 
last act. 

“Always have something really 
be merely a convenience for the gath- 
ering up of threads. 


USES OWN RECIPE. 


Mr. Montgomery has followed his 
own recipe in writing “Ready Money,” 
and while some may remember its 
having been produced in Los Angeles, 
it has been entirely rewritten since 
that time and now presents an almost 
totally different story. 

One of the reasons for the success 
tk Ready Money” explains Mr. 
Montgomery, its for. the fact that it 
is a contract play. 

And a contract play according to 
oe 4 successful young writer is just 


“It's a play where there's some 
sort of a contract in the first act. 
So and so is to do so and so and the 
result will be so and so. See? That 
gets the audience interested. They 


‘some of them can figure 
between the first and second act they 
have half a dozen different endings. 
And give them plenty of complica- 
tions, for it is a sad fact, and true, 
that we all enjoy seeing the other 
fellow in trouble. A man loses his 
hat in the street and we pretty near 
laugh ourselves to death watching 
him chase it.

But 
we laugh. Get the point? 

“Then, in order that a play be a 


success, practically all of the main 
charac should introduced in 
the first — ose who are not 
introduced talked about so 
that the audig@fce will recognize them 
when the pear . 


VE AND MONEY. 


“But—and a big one at that—the 
subject matter must be right. It 
must contain the people we all know 
ex- 
perience.” 

And that’s why in writing “Ready 

Money” Mr. Montgomery thinks he 
hit it up right, for he picked love 
the emotion we all know about—and 
money, which we're always and eter- 
nally after. 
He struck a happy combination, 
with the result that he is drawing 
royalties from four companies on 
company 
now appearing in Johannesburg in 
South Africa, and three companies in 
America. 

He is just about to launch his big 
idea. He is just now engaged in 
writing another play which he says 
he would like to call “How to Live,” 
but which he says he will probably 
have to call “The New Idea,” for the 
simple reason that his favorite title 
sounds altogether too preachy. 

Just how to live, according to Mr. 
Montgomery, is just now worrying « 
great percentage of this good Ameri- 
can population. 

“I believe, and shall put forth in 
my play,” says Mr. Montgomery, that 
one should live just as one wants to. 
If that means being extravagant—be 
extravagant. I don't believe in the 
theory of economy. People waste 
their lives in scrimping and saving. 
If they dared plunge in and take 
what others are taking, they would 
always find the wherewith to justify 
themselves. 

SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 


“The world is full of unlimited 
resources. These are the supply. 
Where's the demand? The deman 
whatever it may be, will always b 
met by the supply. It's 
compensation. The reason that peo- 

ple don’t have things is because they 
haven't confidence in this law and 
don’t go after ‘em. 

“There are plenty of men on Rv. 
erside drive in New York today who 
went there on a bluff. They took 
houses, engaged servants and put up 
an awful front without a thing to 
back them up save their superb con- 
fidence. And they’re there today. 

“I don’t mean fakes, you under- 
stand. I mean real people who aim 
for big things and go after them in 
a big way. If a man wants $500 let 
him go out and get 3500. 

“It's waiting for him if he knows 
how to go after it. For this manner 
of living to be generally adopted 
would take many years, for trades- 
people and the like would naturally 
be suspicious at first. But they would 
get over it, and the final outcome 
would be a beautiful state of all-round 
confidence and good fellowship.”

ASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Types 
W of public men have long been a 

favorite study, but from the 
present year of our Lord, the study of 
public women will not come to amigs 
to those who seek a prominent part in 
the political arena. Take Illinois, for 
instanee, where the cause of suffrage 
wes moribund, where even the most 
hopeful would not predict a serious 
hearing, still less a favorable answer 
in five years at least. Now the great 
State makes number eleven in the 
commonwealths which have con- 
ferred the full power of the ballot on 
woman. No more fascinating episode 
has occurred in modern times than 
the story of how one fragile pretty 
woman laid the plans and reinforced 
by the leaders in the State suffrage 
clubs carried suffrage to victory while 
the opponents were utterly con- 
founded ty her methods. Reading 
the accounts of the fantastic tricks 
which the British suffragists are play- 
ing Americans, men and women fa- 
vorable or unfavorable to the cause 
of suffrage have reason to rejoice in 
the splendid showing of the Iilinols 
sisters. 

A more rogressive Joan of Arc 
would be difficult to find than Mrs. 
Booth. Though she was selected to 
go to Springfield and prepare the cam- 
paign though she worked alone for 
seven weeks she insists on giving 
everyone connected with the episode 
full credit for the part played in the 
final victory.

Gov, Cruce is ex-officio chairman 
of the commission and is empowered 
by a resolution of the last Legislature 
to call the commission together at 
any time for discussions. Under the 
resolution, which was introduced by 
Representative King of Kingfisher 
county, the commission must report 
to the Governor within six months 
after the members are appointed. The 
other members of the commission are: 
William T. Green of Oklahoma City, 
ident of the World's Training for 
movement; Rev. W. 8. Wi- 
ley of Muskogee, field secretary of the 
Sunday-school board of the Southern 
tist convention; J. R. Talbert of 
Ho district judge, and Attorney 
P. H. Hille of Sapulpa. 

Mrs. Riddle represents the State 
Federation of Woman's Clubs on the 
commission. She has long been prom- 
inent in club work, is now president 
of the United Charities of Chickasha 
and is vice-president of the State 

of Charities. Such a move- 
ment as this commission will provide 
has been indorsed by the State Feder- 
ation of Woman's Clubs for several 
years and a lobby was maintained dur- 
ing the last seasion of the Legislature, 
in an attempt to secure the passage 
of a marriage-health bill. 
WHAT THE MOVEMENT MEANS. 


The World's Training for Marriage 
movement, which was 2 in 
Oklahoma City last April, for its 
obpect the bringing up of children 
to chastity and purity of mind and 
body and nobility of character, and 
gane, thatthe human race may attain 
its highest efficiency and return to its 
purest state.

Shows Need of an English 


Lawyers Tire of Secrecy on 
Part of Bench. 


Agitation to Be Begun for a 
Barristers’ Council. 


[Special Gorrespondence of The Times.] 

LONDON, Sept. 15.—Lord Hal- 
dane’s visit to the American Bar As- 
sociation gave great joy to a group of 
some of the most inffuential lawyers 
in England. 

For years and years they have 
fought against the secrecy and the 
subtlety and the silence with which 
the law effairs of the British Empire 
are conducted, but they have fought 
in vain. Had they made any protest 
in public they would have deen 
promptly disbarred and their means 
of making a livelihood would have 
been stolen from them. But the Lord 
Chancellor's recognition of a bar aa- 


definite to work upon. “Why should 
not poor England have a bar associa- 
tion?” they have asked their col- 
leagues of the long robe, and when 
these poor-spirited colleagues looked 
alarmed at this hint of rebellion they 
have added hastily: “We have got 
good ground after all to work upon. 
Lord Haldane could not be polite 
enough to a similar association in the 
United States. We have, therefore, 
got him in a fix.* He can’t now refuse 
us.“ 

As one of their spokesmen sald in 
talking over the project: “It is 
strange that the leading bar of the 
world should remain without that 
form of machinery which its juniors 
have long ago set up. 

“Almost every association of law- 
vers in civilized lands hes some form 
of central arrangement by means of 
which an interchange of view is ob- 
tained and advice given to the Legis- 
lature in framing of new law. So far 
as the lower branch of the legal pro- 
feasion in ngland—the solicitors— 
ls concerned the Law Society ad- 
mirably carries out the intentions of 
its promoters. The sessional meet- 
ings which it holds are useful occa- 
sions for the discussion of legal topics, 
and it is possible to obtain a concen- 
sus of opinion among solicitors on 
many public questions which is of 
service to Parliament and the coun- 


“English barristers, on the other 
hand, remain p ly without a 
spokesman or any machinery for 


gathering up the prevailing opinion 
among them as to important legal 
matters. The Bar Council is a re- 
mote body, working out of the public 
eye, and with a representative char- 
acter of a shadowy description. Why 
should not the English bar hold an 
ann congress at which considered 
papers on legal matters could be read 
and discussions take place which 
might be of considerable assistance in 
the formation of an educated public 
opinion? At present, active-minded 
berristers who are willing to ald in 
this kind of work are compelled to 
restrict themselves to assisting volun- 
tary bodies of laymen in particular 
directions. It would be a public gain 
if this labor could be concentrated

“The formality of the annual meet- 
ing of the bar shows no sign of break- 
ing down, although the notion of ad- 
mitting women to the legal profes- 
sion at the last meeting introduced 
some life into a usually commonplace 
affair. But when it ts recollected that 
the annual statement of the Bar 
Council which ts submitted to the 
meeting is a document of some pub- 
lic Importance (for it deals seriatim 
with many bills before Parliament af- 
fecting legal procedure and statute 
law) it is unfortunate that no ade- 
quate opportunity is afforded to the 
bar for commenting on such matters. 
It is an increasing sense of the 
limitations thus placed upon the pub- 
lic usefulness of those concerned that 
has induced the formation of a plan 
which is likely to come up at an 
early date in a concrete form. The 
proposal is that during the last week 
of the summer vacation, when bench 
and bar are fresh from the labors of 
the winter, a congress should be held 
in London, at which papers and dis- 
cussions can be heard. It would be

FLOUR MOTH APPEARS. | 


An American insect, scientifically 
termed Ephestia kuhniella, but popu- 
larly known in Europe as the Medi- 
terranean flour moth, has been held 
responsible for the deterioration of 
British army ration biscuits. Great 
quantities of ration biscuits have 
spoiled in recent years at colonial de- 
pots, principally in South Africa, 
Ceylon, Malta and other remote sta- 
tions, and the damage has been due 
to the ravages of moths. A scientific 
commission spent three years investi- 
gating and experimenting to deter- 
mine how and when the moths got 
into the biscuit, and a method of pre- 
vention. 

This commission has made a report 
tion in the Natural Histo useum. 
It reported that the — of Amer- 
ican origin mentioned, and another 
brought to Europe in rice from Ran- 
goon, were the principal causes of 
the spotled biscuits. The investigators 
concluded that the moths infested 
flour in the factories between the bak. 
ing of the food and the soldering of 
the tins in which it was packed. The 
only practical prevention they can 
suggest is the introduction of cooled, 
screened air into the kitchens, which 
should be continuously changed by 
fans, or other process. The question 
arises whether the cost of such ar- 
rangements would not be prohibitive.

TO REPEAL SALIC LAW. 


The Tsarkoe Selo clique, headed by 
Baron Fredericks, has the plan to re- 
peal the Sali: law, under which 1.0 
women may ascend the throne 80 
long as there are male heirs. and to 
adopt the system which prevails in 
England under which a woman euc- 
ceeds, to the exclusion of males, who 
are more distant relations than she 
to the sovereign.

4 large extent of oll 
rock and some oll-bearing shales 
have been discovered, and in one 
place a spring of surface petroleum 
of good quality has been found by 
means of a tunnel driven thirty feet 
into sandstone rock. Similar discov- 
eries have been made in other parts 
of Sicily, and a Gérman syndicate 
will begin gry! very shortly in the 
southeast.

Harvey McCarthy were considered for 
this important errand, but the choice 
fell to Shelly as the member with the 
best prospects of getting a hearing 
@fter he made the trip. Shelly is 
Nighly regarded by Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Burleson, with whom he has en- 
joyed a close friendship for many 
years.

“Sunset” to Begin Work on Six- 
Story Fireproof Building on Hill 
Street South of Sixth Within Next 
Thirty Days—Will Add Five Stories 
Later. 


The final plans for the new dulld- 


ing of the Pacific Telephone and Tele- 


graph Company have just been com- 
pleted. The structure will be erected 
on the front portion of the site of the 
present office building of the com- 
pany at No. 622 South Hill street. It 
will have a frontage of seventy-four 
feet and six inches on Hill street. 
The present two-story building will 
be torn down. 

“We expect that the work on our 
new building will be commenced with- 
in thirty days,” said C. F. Mason, di- 
vision superintendent of the Pacific 
“We are pleased 
that our officials have recognized the 
need of new main office quarters in 
Los Angeles. The new building has 
been designed for an ultimate height 
of eleven stories, although only six 
will be erected at this time. It is 
particularly intended to provide ad- 
ditional toll switchboard facilities and 
more room in which to provide for 
the comforts of our switchboard op- 
erators. 

“The building will be of strictly 
class A construction, with complete 
steel frame, reinforced concrete floors 
and exterior brick walls.

“Briquets” Plan to Erect Plant at 
Harbor—Will Utilize By- Product. 
San Pedro, it is announced, is to 
have another important industrial 
plant, preliminary arrangements hav- 
ing been made by the recently organ- 
ized Briquet Fuel Company to estab- 
lish there, on a site already secured, 
a factory for the making of fuel 
briquets from mill waste, thus util- 
izing a by-product of the lumber in- 
dustry

machine for their manufacture is the 
invention of Otho C. Duryea, a Chi- 
cago man.

These ma- 
chines are to be operated by gaso- 
line and will subject the sawdust to 
a pressure of about 200 pounds to 
the square inch.

FREAK CORNERS. 


— — 
Hot That Could Be Covered: With 
Derby Hat Valued by New York 
Appraisers at Fifty Dollars. 
[National Real Estate Journal: As 
a result of the tabulation of New 
York City’s most unusual pieces of 
property, what is probably the most 
freakish bit of real estate in the world 
has just been discovered there in the 
shape of a corner plot in the lower 
part of the city, where corners are 
generally sold at hundreds of thou- 
sands, if not millions of dollars. The 
corner in question, however, is val- 
ved at only $50. The low valuation 
is partly explained by its size, or 
rather lack of size, since it is believed 
to be the smallest corner lot in the 
world, and on this to a great extent 
depends its claim to freakishness. A 
derby hat would almost cover the 
property in question, which is so small 
that a baby could not stand on it 
without encroaching on city prop- 
erty. 

It would be impossible to erect any 
sort of a structure upon it, and vet 
it is a corner and is taxed by the city 
as such. According to the records of 
the tax department this tiny prop- 
erty has a frontage on one street of 
one foot and four inches, on the oth- 
er, one foot and two inches, and 2 
rear line of just one foot. The mite 
of land, which its within half a mile 
of the center of the world’s greatest 
financial district, is what wae left as 
the result of a street extension put 
through by the city. 

A search of the records of the tax 
department has revealed the fact that 
not far from this corner ts another 
which is probably the second smallest 
and cheapest in the city.. This chip 
of land., which is about twice the size 
of the title holder, is hardly notice- 
able to the passerby, but it is valued 
for tax purposes at $100 and has the 


at that price in the city. Directly 
across from this corner is another on 
which is located what is probably the 
smallest building in the city, built on 
a lot eleven by fourteen feet, and 
capable of holding only two persons. 
The smallest house in the city, a re- 
vealed by recent research, is three 


feet six inches wide, twenty-two feet 
long and two stories high, while tho 
narrowest frontage is that of a down-

The time to buy 
real estate intelligently and safely is 
when other people wish to sell; when, 
in fact, they are compelled to have 
money and must dispose of real estate 
in order to secure it. The less the 
demand the better fit is for the pur- 
chaser. When conditions of this kind 
prevail, real estate reaches what is 
known as bedrock prices, and becomes 
almost absolutely safe as an invest- 
ment. 

Those who buy in such quiet times 
and under such favorable conditions 
are the people who are enabled to 
hold their property for the advance 
iv prices which recurrent eras of 
speculation invariably bring about. 
After all such feverish excitements 
have passed away it will be found 
that the original owners of such prop- 
erty have always made good money. 
It is true, some shrewd middlemen 
may have bought and sold quickly 
and made some money, but they took 
their chances, and it requires an ex- 
pert in such matters to come out 
ahead, and nine times out of ten even 
the experts get caught when the boom 
is punctured.

The sample (iron carbonate) is in- 
fusible before the blowpipe; it black- 
ens in the flame, however, and be- 
comes more magnetic. The powdered 
mineral mixed with borax and sub- 
jected to the reducing flame gives a 
bead of bottle-green color, and fn the 
oxidizing flame a yellow head. The 
mineral is soluble with difficulty in 
nitric acid, and shows but little ef- 
fervescence, unless the part of sam- 
ple is in very fine powder.

ACQUIRE OPTION. 

The Tonopah Mining Company of 
Nevada has taken an option on the 
Lightner, Baumager, Maltman and 
Sultana mines in Angels Camp dis- 
trict. The agreement allows the 
bonders ninety days from September 
6 to complete examinations and con- 
summate the purchase. The company 
has had its engincers in the district 
for several weeks, and the outlook is 
deemed favorable for the acquisition 
of the ground by the big Tonopah 
corporation. 


The Lightner is the largest and 
most important mine of the group. It 
has an excellent productive record, 
and has been developed on a broad 
scale. A new shaft was recently com- 
Pieted to a depth of 1900 feet and 
large reserves of ore are blocked out 
in the old levels. The property is 
equipped with a forty-stamp mill and 
excellent mine plant. The Maltman 
and Sultana are both noted old-time 
producers, but in recent years have 
been worked only in a small way. It 
is reported that the Tonopah people 
Plan the operation of the group on a 
broad scale if «developments prove 
sufficientiy encouraging. 

The Springfield Gravel Mining Com- 
pany, operating near Sonora, is form- 
ulating plans which wien worked out 
are calculated effectively to rid the 
mine of the water which has so per- 
sistently handicapped operation. It 
has been deciied that the most effec- 
tive means of coping with the situa- 
tion is the drividg of a tunnei from 
the Stanislaus River to the mine, 
which will drain the property to a 
considerable depth below the gravel 
channel. 

The company has demonstrated the 
existence of a large body of rich grave. 
but water has constantly hampered 
production. The channel was recent- 
ly reached after several months’ et- 


fort and drifting was started, when a 
stream of water broke into the work- 
ings and drove out the miners, de- 
spite three large pumps which were 
used tn an effort to handle the flow. 


Pending the jriving of the proj- 
ected. tunnel the management will in- 
stall a mammoth pump having a ca- 
pacity of 2000 gallons per minute. 
This machine is under construction at 
San Francisco, and will be installed at 
an early date. It will be operated in 
conjunction with the largest pump at 
present in action, which has a ca- 
pacity of 1000 gallons per minute. 
The company has an excellent gravel- 
washing plant and other modern 
equipment. Considerable Southern 
California capital is interested. 

Before the end of September it Is 
expected that the Lig west vein in the 
Keystone mime, it Amador City, will 
be intersected. The cross-cut from 
the 2600-foot level has advanced to a 
point about 900 feet in from the shaft, 
and should reach the objective within 
seventy feet. The cross-cut has 
passed through a promising ledge in 
the greenstone which ranges from 
eight to ten feet wide and assays $2.16 
in free-milling gold. While this ore 
is too low-grade to be handled profit- 
abiy, the vein is showing improve- 
ment as drifting progresses. The 
Keystone was a sensational producer 
of rich ore forty vears ago, and the 
owners are confident the big mine 
will again become a profitable yielder 
of bonanza, in addition to the large 
quantities of medium-grade quartz, 
which developments will insure. 


The El Dorado and Placer Goli 
Mining and Power Company tas ac- 
quired the dredge machinery fermerly 
uted by the Beaver Dredging Com- 
rany, and is installing the equipment 
on its recently launched boat at Pov- 
erty Bar. The company controls a 
large area of proven dredging land 
and is arranging ‘or its mining on a 
large scale. It ts expected to com- 
mence dredging within thirty days. 
Southern Californians are interested. 
The property is situated on the Amer 
jean River, near the recently aequired 
Guggenheim holdings. 

The Scandanavian mine, near Pike

City, has been acquired by C. L. Bar- 
nett of Upland, well known in the 
Searchlight and Ei Dorado Canyon

Barnett dis- 
covered that the porphyry dike con- 
tained gold in oaying quantities, in 
addition to the value of the quartz 
deposits, and the immense mass of 
mineralized porphyry will be worked 
extensively. 

NK is stated by insiders that the 
Tightner mine, at Alleghany, is earn- 
ing $2000 per day, and that running 
expenses average about $6000 per 
month.

GENERAL BUILDING LOSS. 


— — 
August Construction Totals for 
Country at Large Far From Being 
Up to Standard of Past Years. 


In its report on construction oper- 
ations in 12 cities of the country 
during August, Bradstreet’s announ- 
ces a decided loss from the building 
totals of a year ago. Los Angeles and 
a few other places excepted, the show- 
ing is far from good. 

There is nothing new in the state- 
ment that building activity has been 
and is decreasing,” says the report, 
“hence the fact that August shows a 
heavy falling off from August a year 
ago will occasion no surprise, but it is 
nevertheless worth noting that the de- 
crease in August is the largest re- 
ported in any month since July. 1910. 
whose decrease from the same month 


of 1909 very closely approximated th- 
24.5 per cent. loss shown in August 
this year from last. Omiting this de- 
crease, it is necessary to refer to the 
record of 1908 to find a larger de- 
crease than that shown in the month 
just closed, In addition, however, 
August a year ago showed a decrease 
of 10.2 per cent. from the Ifke mos 
of 1911, so that the August loss may 
be said to be of a culmative nature. 

Reports from 128 cittes of the 
United States Chew a total expendi- 
ture in August this year of $56,034,423 
as against $64,233,572 in July 
$74,28,049 in August 1912. There is 
here shown a loss of 12.7 per cent. 
from July and of 24.5 per cent. from 
August last year, which in turn de- 
creased 10.5 per cent. from August, 
1911. In addition it might be noted 
that the August total is the smallest 
since January this year, and that only 
forty-six cities show gains over 
August, last year, while eighty-two 
show decreases.”

UNCHANGED.

Pheips- Dodge Policy Is to Assure 
Output With Little Variation. 
Thirteen Million Pounds of Cop- 
per Is Total Output for Month of | 
August.

BISBEE (Ariz.) Sept. 26.—Copper 
Queen seems to have settled down 
to a steady stride, its copper pro- 
duction a little better than last year. 
The August output was 13,951,564 
pounds, compared with 13,152,552 for 
the same month in 1912. 

It seems to be Phelps-Dodge policy, 
to assure a steady output and a 
steady profit-making income, even 
though lower-grade ores may have 
to be drawn on at times to keep the 
profits fairly level. Yet there has 
been a general gain for all the 
Phelps-Dodge mines this year 

For the last eight months the gross 
output of all of them has been 93, 
568,222 pounds of copper, comparod 
with 88,850,155 for the same period 
of 1912. In the same time the Pheips- 
Dodge reduction works have pro- 
duced from custom ores 7,231,426 
pounds, compared with 6,149,534 in 
the same months of 1912. Atl of this 
has been the cause of a little better 
dividend showing than ever before. 

At the Junction shaft of the Calu- 
met and Arizona the heavy surface 
equipment is replaced over the new- 
ly-finished concrete lining. When this 
has been done the shaft will be ready 
for operation down to the 1500-foot 
level, from which point downward 
300 feet more of shaft will be coa- 
creted. Hereafter it is probable the 
Junction will take rank as the m >ut 
important shaft in the whole district. 

According to Peter Ruppe, a Calu- 
met and Arizona director, the Cor- 
nella property in the Ajo d‘stri:t 
measures up beyond expectations, It 
is therefore about assured that tie 
bond will be taken up and that the 
Calumet and Arizona will soon start 
extensive operations in a third im- 
portant field.

The new mill of the Commonwealth 
company at Pearce now complete 
and will soon be rted on a con- 
tractors’ test run. The plant, which 
is to have 300 tons daily capacity, 
has been under construction since 
May. The electric power section has 
been tested already. 

The best measure of Bisbee’s pros- 
perity is her pay roll, now approach- 
ing $900,000 a month. As more men 
usually are employed during the win- 
ter an even $1,000,000 is expected soon 
after the start of the new year. Cop- 
per seems sure to stay at 15 cents 
or better, and so the business inter- 
ests of Bisbee are confident regarding 
the future.

That the olive industry of Califor- 
Ria em develop within a few years 
inte one of the largest and most prof- 
Stable horticultural investments in the 
State has for some time been ap- 
Parent to those persons who have 
followed the trend of Supply and de- 
mand and are conversant with the 
rapidly increasing popularity of the 


ao rt 


In all sections of the United States. 
Although it will be several months yet 
before the current season's crop is 
harvested, the picklers are crowded 
with orders and assert that the sup- 
is certain to fall far short of the 
emand, and this despite the fact that 
the crop is very much larger this year 
than last. 

Reports from the various olive- 
Srowing centers of California are 
most gratifying and tend to prove that 
the money being invested in fostering 
the olive industry is well spent. 
Prices range from 175 to $150 per 
ton on the trees, graded upon siz 
and quality. It is stated that grow- 
ers in the southern part of the State 
are contracting their olives at from 
$115 to $135 per ton, orchard run, 
and that E. W. Fogg has sold the 
crop in his big grove at Thermalito 
for $165 per ton. The first of this 
season's crop is now being picked in 
the Imperial Valley by Gifford & Son 
and forwarded to San Diego for pick- 
ling. Later in the year the fruit will 
be gathered in other sections and by 
late. December the entire crop will 
have been harvested. 

Encouraged by the increasing de- 
mand for olives and the attendant in- 
crease in price for the fruit at the 
groves, horticulturists in the olive- 
growing sections of the State are pre- 


pickled ripe olive as a food product 


= young trees suitable for orchard 
planting is, however, according to re- 
port, curtailing somewhat the plans 
of the growers. Two-year-old trees 
are now selling at from 90 cents to 
$1.40 each, graded on height and cir- 
cumference. The nurserymen predict 
even higher prices before spring 
planting starts. 

A recent report from Brawley 
states that Gifford & Co. will largely 
increase the size of their olive groves 
in the Imperial Valley next spring 
and that other horticulturists in that 
Section will follow suit. A. C. Con- 
way, president of the Gibraltar In- 
vestment and Home Building Com- 
pany of Los Angeles, is authority for 
the statement that a large area on 
Gibraltar acres at Bloomington will 
be set to olive trees in early spring. 
Reports from the Terra Bella district 
where J. N. Leman and other Los 
Angeles people are interested in olive 
growing, are equally gratifying. 

From Oroville comes the satisfac- 
tory intelligence that a syndicate 
made “up of Prof. Minor, Prof. 
Vaughan and Prof. Smith of the Uni- 
versity of California, and Prof. Kerr 
of the Fresno High School, has pur- 
chased 185 acres of land in the Ta- 
ble Mountain district, which is to be 
set to olives at the outset of the plant- 
ing season. Bert Meek, a prominent 
horticulturist of the Oroville section, 
is authority for the statement that

The Small Farmer and 
Poultry Raiser Must Come 
To the Rescue 


Is the Coming Petaluma 
of Southern California. 
WhatPetaluma Has Done, 


{New York Sun:! Homes that 
workingmen can purchase at a total 
cost of 83 cents a day are about to 
be built in Queens. Plans for 160 
such buildings have been prepared 
and for them there are already 600 
applicants. The idea is that of Dr. 
Joseph Caccavajo, a civil engineer, 
and authority on housing problema, 
who has the co-operation of several 
of the large industrial concerns re- 
cently located in Long Island City. 
The scheme is not a philanthropic one 
but has for its object the making of 
profits while supplying workingmen 
with livable homes at low cost. 


Dr. Caccavajo, discussing the 
scheme, said yesterday that he pro- 
poses to construct two-story brick, 
stone or hollow tile houses of the type 


familiarly known as Philadelphia 
houses, containing six .rooms and 
bath, which the wage earner can pur- 
chase on the same basis as though 
he were paying rent. These houses 
will be far superior to the best types 
of England, Beigium and Germany, 
where so much thought has been giv- 
en to the proper housing of working- 
men. Cottages will renge in price to 
meet the incomes ot purchasers and 
it will be possible for workingmen to 
buy homes for a price as low as 68 
vents a day, which with taxes, water 
and fire insurance, will bring the to- 
tal cost up to 838 cents. 

The only conditions to be exacted 
are that those purchasing the houses 
hall be of good moral character: that 
they have been steadily employed for 
a period of not less than five years; 
that their present employers recom- 
mend them as mén or women who | 
can «be depended upon to meet their 
obligations that there shall be at least 
one, and preferably more children to 
each family, and that the general 
health of the members of the family 
shall be good. 

The first group of bulldings will be 
built in Long Island City, where the 
growth of industrial plants has cre- 
ated a demand for homes for work- 
ers. That group will contain about 
150 houses. They will be one-family 
houses with at least three bedroome.

Stationary coffee urns are located in 
the factories and coffee is sold for 1 
cent a cup and milk for 2 cents (it 
was “beer brought” in twice a day 
when the writer was working as a 
whitesmith in a big London iron works 
years ago.)

[New York Commercial: For 
several days following the New Haven 
wreck, which like many other arecks 
has been attributed in more or less 
part to, the operation of the seniority 
and other union rules imposed upon 
the railroads, one heard noth'ng of 
the union officials. Then suddenly 
one read that this and that echter of

New Haven, and had gon® into con- 
ference with the railway officials.

But the investigation“ appeared to 
saddle some of the responsibility up- 
on the rules and the genoral menage- 
ment of the New Haven semi-officially 
announced that the rules were going 
to be changed and that the competent 
men probably would get the tiapor- 
tant passenger runs instead of the 
oldest men, for the seniority rule 
hands over the fastest trains to the 
oldest men in service, however 
steadier the nerves, however quicker 
the brains, however keener the eyes 
of the younger men. 

Also it was understood that the 
rules governing the promotion of 
trainmen would be amended, not in 
the interes, of the men, not in the 
Interest of the railroad, but ‘n the 
Interest of the passengers whose pas- 
sage moneys help to pay dividends, 
and who intrust their lives and those 
of their kindred to the care of the 
carrier.

Seeking Monopoly. 


NJUSTICE OF A 
GENERAL STRIKE.

ORGANIZATIONS MUST BE CON- 
TROLLED BY REASON. 


{New York Journal of Commerce:! 
Great Britain i# again disturbed by 
labor strikes which threaten to ex- 
tend and become a serious calamity 
to industry and trade. The funda- 
mental cause appears to be the de- 
termination of the unions to estab- 
lish a labor monopoly and destroy 
the liberty of workmen to have em- 
ployment without “belonging” to 


London are on strike nominally for 
the right to wear their union badges 
while on duty, which would seen to 
a harmiess privilege but for its 
nifest purpose of subjecting non- 
union men to discrimination and 
Working their exclusion from emplioy- 
ment. The strike of railway men at 
Dublin was parti, for higher wages 
but that at Liverpool and Birming- 
ham appears to be one of “sympathy” 
to foree concessions by tying up traf- 
fic. At Dublin itself there is some- 
thing like a general strike among la- 
borers in sympathy with the railway 
workers. The agitation appears td be 
spreading to varivus occupations in 
the kingdom, and it is reported that 
colliers of a certain mine in Wales 
are refusing to work on account of 
the employment of one man who will 
not join the union. 

How far in any of these cases the 
workmen have other grievances tnan 
the employment of non-union men or 
any just claims affecting wages or 
conditions of labor, is not clear; but 
the occasion is appropriate enough 
for considering the k Injustice of 
sympathetic Strikes, which is grossly 
aggravated when even an attempt is 
made to extend them to a veners! 
strike to force concessions In sporadi- 
cases by widely interrupting indus- 
trial and commercial operations. 
There may be many wrongs to be 
righted in the relations of workmen 
and employers, and it is universa!ly 
acknowledged that the organization 
labor in various trades and occupa- 
tions may be necessary to secure ‘air 
terms and just treatment. Sut for 
organization to serve its legitimate 
purpose there must be reason and a 
sense of justice in the management 
of the unions as well as in the con- 
duct and attitude of those who con- 
trol the means of employment. The 
fundamental interests of capital and 
labor, whatever may be said to. the 
contrary, are in the long run nutadal. 
What infures one cannot be a benefit 
to the other. It is not sound business 
policy to treat workmen oppressively 
and there can be no benefit to work- 
men in injuring employers. 

A strike, when workmen have 
wrongs or ptievancese which employ- 
ers refuse to rectify, may be justi- 
fied, though there ought to be means 
for first testing the merite of dis- 
putes over terms and conditions cf 
labor. There can never be justice in 
a strike to prevent others than mem 
bers of a union from having work. 
The non-union man should have 
equal rights and privileges with mem- 
bers of unions in working for a liv- 
ing in the occupation which he 
chooses or to which he has been 
brought up: but there is grosser in- 
justice when the workmen of one em- 
plover refuse to work because thoage 
of another have a grievance whith 
their employer refuses to correct. In 
no station in life can one man be 
injured or punished for the wrong 
done by another without ar outrage 
upon justice. The so-called sympi- 
thetic strike Inflicts punishment up- 
on employers who have done 0 
wrong to their workmen and who 
have not failed to treat them with 
entire fairness, for alleged wrongdo- 
ing, not always proved to be real, 
of somebody else. Jt would seem as 
though the most rudimentary sense 
of justice in a civilized community 
would recognize this.

But the results sympathotic 


strikes confined to- certain occupa- 
tions or cértain limited areas are 
trifling compared with those at- 


tempted by a “general strike.” This 
aims at economic and industrial an- 
archy. It not only injures employers 
hep have done no wrong but have 
made every effort to treat labor with 
the wztmost consideration, and thou- 
sands of laborers besides those who 
willingly or unwillingly join in the 
refusal to work, but so far as it Is 
successful in tts purpose of stopping 
work it inflicts loss and suffering up- 
on the whole industrial community, 
and wastes the energy and the 
wealth of nations. So long as pro- 
duction is to any large extent cur- 
tailed d the cost of conducting such 
operations as struggle along is in- 
creased, there must be appalling loss 
which it win take a long time to 
make up. The ultimate result of an 
the damage that is entailed cannot 
be anything but injury to labor as 
well as injury to capital, and a con- 
dition far worse than that which it 
was vainly intended to remedy. If oi - 
gan la exerts for any eng 
time the power which it Is uming 
in England and attempting to use to 
dominate the industry and trade of 
the kingdom, it can hardly fail to 
ruin the industrial and commercial 
supremacy which it has taken so long 
and required so much energy to 
build up.

The 
most important question in regard to 
the trouble is whether or not it is 
going to develop into a pitched bat- 
tle in which the employers will ex- 
change defensive for offensive tactics. 
Dublin employers have already as- 
sumed the “offensive,” but so far, 
British employers are standing on the 
“defensive.” The acuteness of the 
trouble in Ireland is mainly owing to 
the personality of Strike Leader Lar- 
kin, (who, apparently is a clever man) 
who is aiming at the complete domi- 
nation of industry there. * 
How far says the Dublin corres- 
pondent of the Sun of New York, the 
sympathetic movement of the railroad 
men in England is going to extend, 
is not apparent so far. There is no 
such direct connection between the 
strike of the Irish workers and the 
London busmen, but both quarrels are 
based on the demand of the men that 
their right to form labor unions be 
recognized and it is noteworthy that 
one of the causes of the Dublin strike 
was the question of the right to wear 


union badges—the same question 
which has provoked the London 
trouble. 


Lhe general opinion in Dublin is 
that the quarrels are based on very 
trivial reasons, and more blame is 
cast (hastily, no doubt) on the em- 
ployers, than on the men. 

Rioting has seriously broken out 
again in Dublin and vicinity, being af- 
fected by the strike of transport 
workers and the severa: other strikes 
which have been called in sympathy 
with the tramway men. 

Strikers are parading Dublin daily 
in numbers of 6000. The crops have 
been wantonly destroyed and farm 
machinery smashed by Strikers, 
though the farmers, who lose heavily, 
have nothing whatever to do with 
the strike. Prices of food in Dublin 
are soaring. Many commodities have 
doubled in price and some trebled. 
There is much suffering among the 
poor. Sympathetic strikes of English 
railroad men are, so far, confined to 
Liverpool and Birmingham, and even 
these are only partial. In Birming- 
ham, however, where the strike fever 
has been rampant for months, in 
certain trades, the situation is grow- 
ing worse. The old strikes were off 
before this one came on, and now 
7000 sympathy strikers are out.“ 
Belfast has some strike rioting. 
Nearly every freight yard in Dublin 
is closed and traffic is almost at a 
standstill. Suburban passenger traffic 
is badly crippled through the local 
engine drivers joining the strike. Long 
distance traffic is not yet (September 
17) affected. Birmingham strikers are 
asking the National Union of Railway- 
men (the new amalgamated body 
which ‘has autocratic powers) to call 
& general strike. This can be done 
without any vote of the members, It 
is asked in support of the English 
and Irish strikers.

Labor unrest and discontent has 
become general among British work- 
ers in each and every trade. The 
lockouts in Dublin have made all 
British labor men restless. Labor 
leaders predict a general strike—every 
trade, all over the United Ringdom. 
They say the Dublin trouble is mere- 
ly the forerunner of a gigantic war 
by labor against capital, forgetting 
that without capital there would not 
be any work for labor to strike 
against. Labor men in Parliament say 
that British employers are challeng- 
ing the right of labor to organize, as 
shown in the objection te employees 
wearing union badges. In that ob- 
jection it strikes the writer that the 
employers are weak and wrong, as 
labor has a perfect right to peaceably 
organize and as much right as any 
one has to wear the pin or sign of 
any order. Doubtless, however, the 
real reason for the strikes ts far deep- 
er than that. namely, the all-round 
low wages there and the fact that 
(as the writer knows by years of 
actual experience there) that the 
British union worker is soctally rec- 
ognized and held in such esteem as 
is the decent 90 per cent. of Ameri- 
can workers. 

Jim Larkin, the Dublin strike lead- 
erm, actually claims that he has a 
“divine mission” to create labor “is- 
content and thousands of the credu- 
lous Irish workers, as actually believe 
that he has. He purposely wears the 
dress of a clergyman.

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EW YORK, Sept. 20.—The devil 

——personaliging a force or a 

propensity that has been active 
day and night ever since the fall of 
Adam—is the ablest money-maker 
and trouble-maker the world has ever 
known. He can turn his wizard 
hand to anything and is everywhere 
at the same time. Such at least is 
the belief of millions of men who 


are fighting him as hard as they 


can 

They say, too, that the city is his 
favorite stamping-ground. though he 
will visit a lonely farmhouse or a 
settlement hid away in the hills and, 
doing some enormously mean or 
wicked act, will vanish as mysteri- 
ously as he came. But he likes a 
crowd, so it is averred, where he 
can operate on a large scale. Thus is 
the sinfulmess of cities often ex- 
plained. 

Pious men have been grappling 
with Satan for centuries. In recent 
times recruits have gone to the front 
at double-quick to help religionists 
battle against this one great enemy 
of the human race. They do not 

ize the devil officially——they 
may even laugh ate the mention of 
his name—but they know that some- 
thing is wrong and, under the ban- 
ners of science, education and philan- 
thropy, are right in the thick of what 
Christian people call “the army of 
the Lord.“ 


Anyway, they are trying to lessen 

poverty. crime and disease. 
Conspicuous among them is Frederick 
Clemson Howe, the leader of a fierce 
little battalion of his own. 

Cities are Mr. Howe's specialty. He 
has studied them in Europe and 
America. Gam drunkenness, 
and the social evil, graft, are fa- 
millar subjects to him. Commercial- 
ized amusement, he thinks, is the 
ruin of millions of men and women, 
as well as of numberless children. 

There is a vacuum, as he phases it, 
between the time one quits work and 
the tinte ope — to 
in the cities always have somewhere 
The well-to-do have pleasant 
homes and friends. Poor 
people, diving in dark tenements, 
swarm into the streets for want of a 
better place. 

GREAT NEW YORK EXPERIMENT. 

“The poor of New York,” Mr. 
Howe says, “play in 11,350 saloons, 
800 dance halis and 600 motion-pic- 
ture shows.” They nd in such 
places as much as $70,000,000 a year. 
Conditions in all American cities are 
similar to those in New York. Mr. 
Howe's @iscoveries and his remedies, 
therefore, are national rather than 
local. He was brought here nearly 
two years ago and given the man- 
agement of the People’s Institute, a 
remarkable organization, which holds 
three meetings a week at Cooper 
Union for the free discussion of ethi- 
cal and political questions. 

The institute carries on debating, 
dramatic, and musical clubs, and is ex- 
perimenting with a public school 
bujiding as a social center. Mr. 
Howe's purpose is to fill the danger- 
ous vacuum between sundown and 
bedtime with elevating instead of de- 
grading amusements. And the peo- 
ple, he asserts, are enthusiastic for 
the change. They pack his halis and 
crowd his clubs and show in every way 


wWeithat they desire wholesome and not 


hurtful surroundings. 

Now, Mr. Howe is not a missionary. | 
Maybe he is not a Christian. He can 
be called within the truth a scientist 
and a municipal statesman. Educated 
at Jo Hopkins and the University 
at Halle, in Germany, he has studied 
law at two colleges, and practiced 
that profession for a number of years.

missioner, has investigated the public 
ownership of city utilities in Great 
Britain. The city, he deciares, is the 
hope of democracy. 

ESTABLISHING DEMOCRACIES, 

“There can be no democracy,” he 
said when I asked him to elucidate his 
theory, “when one man is working 
alone among the hills or on the 
prairies. Democracy starts when two 
men begin working together. It is 
then that a division of toil occurs. By 


and by three men become associated in 


the littl community of labor. One 
is a farmer, one is a shoemaker, and 
one is a fisherman. 

“So democracy is established. In 
ume there is a village or a city. Prob- 
lems come up for solution. The in- 
habitants think and progress springs 
from the clash and evolution of opin- 
ions. There could be no progress, ex- 
cept occasionally, were men to live 
apart on the sod or among their herds 
and flocks. My idea, if yeu will carry 
it along for yourself, nceds no further 
elaboration.” 

“What,” I inquired, “is a perfected 
American democracy as you see it and 
hope will come to pass?” 

“That is an interesting question. A 
finished democracy will be grounded 
on free and not monopolized land. I 
mean, you understand, on land to 
which the citizens have access. The 
population of this city is supposed to 
be very dense. I dare say it will sur- 
prise most people to learn that there 
are 181,000 pieces of vacant land in 
the territorial region known as Great- 
er New York. Seven or eight fami- 
lies control a great part of the land 
in the business section on Manhattan 
Island, just as a few immense estates 
control the land on which London has 
been built. 

WORKING AT USELESS TASKS. 

“I believe that land should be open 
to those who would use it. Many 
thousands of men and women today 
are working in needless occupations in 
making flowers out of feathers, for 
example. The men would prefer to 
do something else, but are compelled 
to accept any employment that in- 
sures them a livelihood. All men do 
not care to be farmers, but most of 
them desire to occupy land either for 
a home or a place of business. 

“This feeling is instinctive. Only a 
small fraction of the people, though, 
ever know the joys of land ownership. 
Yet the price they pay for the use of 
land includes taxes, interest, and a 
large profit. I live in a modest apart- 
ment-house, but my land rent 
amounts to $900 a year. The balance 
of the sum I pay covers my propor- 
tionate share of the cost of the buitld- 
ing, interest, profit and so on. Land 
taxes in New York City amount to 
$50 per capita. „I should transfer that 
tax from the monopolists to the treas- 
ury of the city. The sum thus ob- 
tained would be so enormous, let me 
add, that all taxes would be lowered 
and rents would fall immediately. 

“You asked me a question,” Mr. 
Howe went on to say, “and I shal! 
answer it out of my observations and 
experiences. We must learn in this 
country how to bulld and govern 
cities and thus bring about a genuine 
democracy. Cities, as we know, have 
grown to be great centers of popula- 
jon. Their growth will continue in- 
definitely. Heretofore they have

The 
greatest cities in the world are to be 
found in Germany. Experts from all 
over Europe are carefully studying 
them. Germans construct a city with 
the same precision and skill that a 
nation or corporation employs in 
building a Dreadnought. 

EMPEROR WILLIAM A CITY 
WORKER. 

“Within twenty years Germany has 
made Berlin, Munich, Dresden, Dus- 
seldorf, Mannheim, Frankfort, Co- 
logne, Wiesbaden and Stuttgart mod- 
els of municipal perfection. Almost 
half of the people of Germany dwell 
in towns. Cities which contained 4 
population of 100,000 ten years ago 
have multiplied the number of Meir 
inhabitants by two. 

“Emperor William and his miris- 
ters, being statesmen, saw the prov- 
lem. Poor people were living in cel- 
lars. They were taken out of unsan- 
itary situations and given sunshine 
and good air. Strong men make a 
strong nation, so ran the philosophy 
of the German rulers, and strong 
men cannot be reared in cellars and 
dark unventilated rooms. 

“In Cologne, only 75 per cent. of 
the land in the business section can 
be occupied by buildings and the buil4- 
ings cannot be more than four stories 
high. Throughout the zone contig- 
ous to the business section only 65 
per cent. of the land can be occupied 
by buildings Then comes a region 
where bat 50 per cent. of the land 
can be bulit on and where buildings 
cannot exceed two stories in height. 
Out in the su ts, 60 per cent. of the 
land is given up to streets, sidewalks, 
lawns and parks. meets 

“Speculators do not speculate in Co- 
logne. The land is controlled by taxa- 
tion and regulation, and the owners 
approve the policy of the government 
and open their allotments according 
to orders. Frankfort, with a popula- 
tion of 400,000, has spent $15,000,000 
to deepen the River Main,  bulid 
docks, and erect machinery for loading 
and unloading ships. The city ows 


12,000 acres of land Inside the muni- 


cipal boundary and 3000 acres in ihe 
near-by country. Berlin owns 29,000 
acres, Munich 13,600 acres, an 
Strasburg 12,000 acres. | 
We have had a standard of moral 
set up for us in the first place by New 
England.

“Country lawmakers, ingrained 
with the belief that law will change 
the disposition of mankind, establish 
regulatory processes for large bodies 
of people whom they utterly fail to 
understand. They measure an ideal 
American and then cut their gar- 
ments to fit that particular man. Per- 
haps they know better, but at any 
rate they are following what is sup- 
posed to be the conscience of the 
country. 

“The liquor tax in New York City

has been fixed at $1200 a year. That 
is a large sum of money. Rent, heat, 
light, and other items of expense must 
de added. Now the object which the 
lawmakers had in mind is clear to 
everybody. But how has it worked 
out in practice? 

“German, Italian, and French res- 
taurants where families gathered in 
the evenings to eat and to drink beer 
and wine have had to close or go to 
selling whisky. Such places cannot 
pay a license fee of $1200 a year, 
$100 a month, $26 a week or about 
$4 a day. So they have been shut up, 
or the chairs and tables have been re- 
moved and gin and whisky have been 
substituted for the less ihtoxicating 
drinks. 

Families no longer are wanted. 
They don't spend enough money and 
they take up too much room. A bar- 
tender ,to meet the tax, must sell 
about 150 drinks a day. He wants 
his customers, therefore, to hurry in, 
swallow their beer or whisky and 
then fall back for the reserve drink- 
ers who are waiting in the rear. He 
must take in a certain sum of money 
daily. 

Beer is 5 cents a glass, whisky is 
10 cents a drink. Consequeptly, as a 
salesman, he pushes the sale of 
whisky. Moreover, he will sell, in his 
eagerness to make both ends meet, to 
minors, habitual drunkards and wom- 
en. Also he buys cheap adulterated 
liquors and not infrequently adds a 
gambling annex to his establishment. 
Drurkenness, I claim, is thus in- 
creased. 

CHILDREN GO TO DANCE HALIS. 

“Families, as I have saff, no longer 

@ part of the evening at restau- 
j ts. The men go alone to saloons. 
Wives hiint up moving picture shows. 
Children are drawn away to dance 
halls. Now the problems of New 
York are the problems of other large 
cities.‘ More than 10,000 children un- 
der 16 years of age are arrested an- 
nually in New York. We have one 
saloon for every eighty families. One 
person in every twenty-nine is yearly 
taken into ctistody by the police. 
What have we accomplished by our 
Hquor laws? Conditions, in my 
opinion, have been made worse. 

“Then the State of New York has a 
mandatory law against gambling. I 
would say, under the democracy 
which I have in my vision, that 
gambling should be left entirely to 
the community or the municipality. I 
would put it in the hands of the rul- 
ing civil body and say: ‘Gentlemen, it 
Work it out accord- 
hg to your circumstances 
and your 

“There is not a particle of differ- 
ence between playing poker and play- 
ing the stock market. It is no worse 
morally to bet on a horse race than 
to bet on the rise or fall of shares. 
Different classes of men engage in the 
different ventures, but all are trying 
to get something for nothing, and so 
one class is no more censurable than 
another. 

“And finally,” Mr. Howe went on to 
Say, we come to what is known as 
the social evil. No man since civill- 
zation began has been wise enough to 
clear that question up satisfactorily. 
It is largely onomic, in my judg- 
ment. Hundreds of young women in 
this city went om a strike recently. 
They had been e@rning $2.50 a week. 

“Other géris, thousands of them, in 
better places, are getting from $° to 
$6 a week. They must be tasteful). 
dressed. ose who do not live at 
home sleep in miserable rooms. The 
have no place to spend the evening. 
Starved for companionship, they may 
zo to the dance halls with young men 
whom they chance to meet. Some es- 
cape; some do not. 

PEOPLE WANT TO BE GOOD. 

Now I would leave liquor selling, 
gambling, the social evil, and all such 
matters to the cities themselves and 
not drag them into our State Leg- 
islatures.

“Foreigners who come here are sur- 

od at the active and intelligent 
part we take in debating and study- 
ing civic problems. All of the great 
cities of ancient and medieval times 
were free. I would make our cities 
free. Everything should be open and 
honest. Nothing more should be said 
than what we mean. 
“As it is we say: “This cannot be 
lawfully done.’ And then we go and 
do it. Laws will not change our in- 
cMnations; education will. Bavaria, 
until lately, was the 
drinking nation in the world. The 
consumption of beer has been cut 
down one-half because the people 
have been instructed about the eco- 
nomic waste of intemperance. Con- 
vince a man that he is wasting his 
money, appeal to his common sense, 
and you can do more with him than 
can Congress in Washington or the 
Legislatures of our States.” 
Would you close the saloons on 
Sunday?“ I asked 
“That would depend on the senti- 
ment of the-community. Whatever is 
done, however, should be done openly. 
Regulations should be so clear that 
no one could misunderstand them. 
Moreover, favors should be withheld 
from all liquor dealers, big and little, 
strong or weak politically. The 
Mayor of a city should have the 
power to grant lk uses. If a saloon- 
keeper sold to minors, or habitual 
drunkards or violated the regulations 
in any particular, his license should 
be cangelled for all time to come, 

“That would be better than fining 
him, or sending him to jail. It would 
put him out of business, and the fear 
of that calamity would keep -him 
within the regulations. Vice, as I 
look at the subject, is a local question 
of moral sanitation, exactly as local as 
the cleaning of the streets is a ques- 
tion of physical sanitation. The peo- 
ple themselves should settle’ it them- 
selves and not fly to the Legislature. 
I should be willing to accept their so- 
lution. 

“In the democracy you spoke 
about,” Mr. Howe continued, “I 
should make every school building in 
every town and city a social center. 
would have lectures, concerts, 
matic entertainments, debates, mov- 
ing picture shows, dances, suppers, 
bowling games, and so on. There 
should be an art gallery hung with 
prints of great pictures. Families then 
would keep together In the evening. 

“There would be entertainment for 
fathers, brothers and children. Ameri- 
cans didn’t care to go to the bother 
and expense of amusing the people, 
and so they turned that task over to 
business men. Degrading shows came 
into existence, and the people went to 
them because they wanted to get out 
of their dark and uncomfortable 
rooms. There was life out-of-doors, 
and they sought it. Children ran m 
the streets. 

“Such conditions, I am happy to 
say, have been changed in the vicinity 
of the social center we have estab- 
lished. Conditions, I am sure, can be 
changed everywhere. The Germans 
understand modern questions and hu- 
man nature. New York would spend 
annually $10,000,000 to amuse the 
poor in its population were it to fol- 
low the plans successfully carried out 
by the city of Cologne. 

“The Germans are trying to make 
their count the strongest and hap- 
piest in the world.

This question was settled wher 
the committee in charge decided t 
make this race a speed contest from 
start to finish in an effort to chop 
record time between Los 
angeles and the Arizona capital.

After leaving the Devil's Canyon 
the racers will be sent through Bl 
Centro to Brawley and thence out to 
th Mammoth Wesh. Here will be 
the severe test of cars and drivers, 
Men who are accustomed to making 
fast time on a smooth road will be 
forced to pilot their cars through the 
deepest of desert sand washes. This 
test will be supreme and the cars that 
are sent through the wash in shape 
must then finish the run ints Yume 
m preparation for another day’s 
grind.

EARLY START. 


We left Los Angeles at 6 in the 
morning and took five hours for the 
run to San Diego. We knew we had 
a long, hard trip before us and did 
not want to do any’ record speeding. 
The road down the coast is not 
in any too good shape just now, and 
I do not believe it will be greatly 
improved before the race. There is 
considerable rough going in Orange 
county, and places where it is neces- 
to leave the road and plow 
through the fields. But there is also 
considerable good road where fast 
time will be made. I look for a 
few cars to go to San Diego in about 
three hours and five minutes. 
distance is 140 miles. 

Out of San Diego we rolled through 
a beautiful valley for about twenty- 
two miles, when the climb begins. 
Before us a range of mountains that 
had to be crossed loomed up. We 
climbed for mile after mile into 
Steel Canyon and then through the 
national forest preserve. It was a 
beautiful morning, and the cars were 
climbing like scared rabbits. The 
road winds and twists and while it is 
in fairly good shape there are many

WONDERFUL VIEW. 

At the top of the range we turned 
@ corner around a giant rock and 
before us stretched the Imperial Val- 
ley. It was like looking into eter- 
nity. I cannot describe the sensation 
to look far to the East and see the 
land disappear in a blue haze. Every 
color seemed to be combined into a 
startling effect. Both cars came to 
a stop and we all stood there, very 
much like the explorers of old must 
have done on beholding a new conti- 
nent or an unknown ocean. But we 
were out for work and not to enjoy 
scenic wonders, so, slipping in the

There 
is po Water in this fourteen miles and 
in the summer the heat is so terrific it 
evaporates the water from the body. 
SOME SAND. 
Here we encountered 


our first 


sand. But bad as it was it was only 
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a taste of what was to come later. 

From the time we left Coyote Wells 
we were below.sea level and contin- 
ued to drop until we were 170 feet 
dewn. At a not so very far distant, 
time this was the bed of the ocean. 
Signs of the old deep-sea days can 
be seen everywhere and the old beach 
line is plainly discernible. This is 
the only road race ever run on a road 
below the level of the sea. 


Twenty miles out of the hustling 
little town of Brawley fast time will 
be made. The road is cut up in places 
but the racing cars will be able to 
take it at speed. 

At the end of this twenty miles the 
sand was met again and here is 
where the Cadillacs were called upon 
to show what they were made of. 
There are seventy miles of sand and, 
while it is not all low-gear work, 
there are miles when a car is in the 
low practically every inch of the way. 


THE BIG WASH. 


No sand hole in the world has been 
talked about as much as the Mam- 
moth Wash. And ik deserves all that 
has been said of it. If the wash was 
left as it is there would be a nice 
large tie-up on the day of the race. 
It is six miles across, the worst part 
being in a distance of three and a 
half. miles. It is hub ‘deep, sand all 
the way, but for three miles the sand 
is bottomless. We reached there after 
a hard blow and the sand had drifted 
four feet deep across ‘our path. 1 
am free to confess we hesitated.
